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HOBART OUTFOOTS O’COXNKLL. 

That Hobart is a sprinter high in the list of 
*he top notchers is no longer a donbt in the 
minds of those who saw the son of Wawekus— 
Miss Yates beat O'Connell yesterday at Lake- 
aide. 

The pair came together in the third race, 
which was a spin at three-qnarters of a mile. 
O'Counell was carrying 116 and Hobart 105. 
Ths talent and all the knowing ones bet on 
O'Connell at 4 to 5 and less, but the public and 
a majority of the handicappers were down on 
Hobart at 3 to 2. The race was strictly between 
the pair, and it was a cracking good one. 

On account of old Meddler’s insane actions 
it took Starter Dwyer fourteen minutes before 
he could get the field away and then he 
practically left Meddler. O’Connell broke 
third but immediately went to the front, and 
passing the half-mile ground he was a length to 
the good, and held that advantage well into the 
stretch, where Hobart began to move up, and 
at the eighth post the pair were on even terms. 
From there to the wire it was a pretty contest. 
O'Connell was on tneioside and the pair hugged 
each other as close as possible, Nutt, who rode 
O’Connell, had no whip, McNickle did, but he 
did not use it and this alone made the finish 
more spectacular. Both boys rode cleverly with 
their hands, and both horses tried their best. 
Hobart proved the faster, and getting his nose 
in front fifty yards out he kept it there to the 
and. This is the kind of racing the patrons of 
the spoit like to see, and when the horses came 
back to the stand both were treated to a good 
round of applause, 

Right on top of the O’Connell Hobart strug- 
gle came another fine race and close finish. It 
was between John Baker and The Devil at one 
mile and the former won by a short head. John 
Baker got a flying start and was rated nicely in 
front. He swung into the stretch a length and 
a half in front with The Devil second and hot 
aftef him. Bloss, on John Baker used rare 
Judgment and never made a move until where 
he was forced to and then it was a powerful 
one. He went at Baker like a cyclone below 
the sixteenth post and clearly outfinished 
Dupee. The Devil was plainly the best and 
Bloss could have won on either horse. 

Outside of the two races mentioned the sport 
was tame and uninteresting. 

Pay the Fiddler had no trouble in landing the 
opening mile dash after leading all the way, 
and Nullah, a well shaped and exceptionally 
iast filly by Aintree— Lady Augusta, spread- 
eagled her field in the second race. This filly 
won off by herself and established a new track 
record of 414 for three furlongs. 

Fonclif, after bumping his way through at 
the head of the stretch, won the fifth race very 
easily. 

The last race went to Man of Honor, perhaps 
the best looking youngster at the track. He 
was a 30 to 1 chance and surprised his owner 
and trainer greatly by winning. 

W. H. McLatchy was at the track. He is the 
owner of Patroon, tne horse that raced in 
'“Billy” Gallagher’s name and was ruled off at 
Latonia because Gallagher refused to start him 
after the judges declined to excuse the colt. 
Mr. McLatchy is making a strong effort to have 
his horse reinstated. He is a local business 
man and had nothing whatever to do with 
Gallagher’s actions at Latonia. 

Jockeys Willie Delong and John Tabor are 
recent arrivals. 

Old Meddler seemed to know that Clint De 
Witt was not behind him at the post and acted 
meaner than he ever has before at this meeting. 



BROOKLYN HANDICAP STARTERS. 
The Brooklyn Handicap will be decided to- 
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morrow. Apparently it will be contested by a 
field extraordinary in number and up to the 
highest grade as to quality. The reported trials 
of many of the probable starters have been such 
as to arouse public expectation of a remark- 
able contest to the highest pitch of interest and 
with a fair day the attendance will be some- 
thing enormous. For the first time since the 
institution of the race, it is conceded that it 
may be carried off by a three-year-old and this 
unusual circumstance is an added touch of 
interest. According to the New York Herald 
Ben Holladay, Algol, Box, Bangle, Fleur de Lis, 
Don d’Oro, Imp, Peep o’Day, The Huguenot, 
Handball, Previous, Firearm, Lanky Bob, Bana- 
star, Pink Coat, Howard Mann, Ahom, Autumn, 
Filigrane and Jean Beraud are already posted 
as starters by Secretary McIntyre, and if this 
bunch goes to the post it will be by odds the 
best field that has ever run in the Gravesend 
event. 

Of the trials of two of the three-year-olds that 
are counted upon as prominent factors in the 
big race the Sun of Wednesday says: 

“The wonderful trials of Jean Beraud and 
Filigrane yesterday morning at the Morris Park 
racetrack for the Belmont Stakes and Brooklyn 
Handicap have rarely, if ever, been equaled by 
any three-year-old in this country. The time of 
each colt’s work was so close that a match race 
between the pair would create great excitement. 
Jean Beraud, who is entered for both the Bel- 
mont Stakes and Brooklyn Handicap, showed 
that he was in much better form than when he 
won the Withers Stakes, for he covered one 
mile and a quarter in 2:074. The track was 
fast, but there was a harassing wind blowing, 
which was decidedly against the progress of the 
colt. The fractional times of his trial were: 
eighth, 124; quarter, 24; three-eighths, 364; 
half, 484; five-eighths, 1:01; three-quarters, 
1:14; seven-eighths, 1:28; one mile, 1:41, and 
one mile and an eighth, 1 :54. 

“Filigrane went the same distance in 2:084. 
He had the speedy Prestidigita trice to make the 
running for him, and, as she had only 90 pounds 
up against 118 pounds carried by Filigrane, the 
filly set out at a terrific pace, covering the first 
eighth in :114. The quarter was done in :23, 
three-eighths in :354, half in :484, five-eighths in 
1:014, three-quarters in 1:144, seven-eighths in 
1 :284, one mile in 1 :414, and one mile and an 
eighth in 1 :55. Filigrane was quite tired at the 
finish. It was the opinion of experienced horse- 
men who saw the trial that had Filigrane 98 
pounds up, which is the impost he is called on 
to carry in the Brooklyn Handicap, he could 
have worked the one mile and a quarter in 2.06.”
